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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on September 2 nd , 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments (see pages 6-8), filed September 2 nd , 2009, have 
overcome the prior art rejections of Grcivenkamp (USPN 4,575,193) and Padgett et al. (USPN 
5,781,283). These prior art rejections have been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-5, 7-1 1, 13-16, and 18-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious an imaging spectrometer wherein the imager comprises at least three image replication stages in 
optical series, each comprising a Wollaston prism, and wherein light forming each spectral image passes 
through the Wollaston prism of each image replication stage, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 1 . 

As to claim 20, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious an imaging spectrometer wherein the imaging means comprises at least three image replication 
stages in optical series, each comprising a Wollaston prism, and wherein light forming each spectral 
image passes through the Wollaston prism of each image replication stage, in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claim 20.
